INTRODUCTION 

1, In pursuance of the requirement of section!8(5) 
of the Company Secretaries Act, 1980, the Count ll 
of the Institute of Company Secretaries of India is 
pleased to publish the eighth annual report and 
audited statements of accounts along with the audi¬ 
tor’s report thereon, on the working of the Institute 
For the year ended 31 March, 1988, 

IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENTS 

2. The profession of company secretaries has 
attained another milestone in the light of the amend¬ 
ments proposed in the Companies (Amendment) 
Bill, 1987 which has since been enacted by Parlia- 

0 ment and assented to by the President on 21 May, 
1988. The amendment Act has brought the defini¬ 
tion of "secretary” in the Companies Act, 1956 in 
line with the definition of "company secretary" con¬ 
tained in the Company Secretaries Act, 1980. Fur¬ 
ther, the concept of secretary in whole time practice 
has been introduced to mean ,a company secretary 
holding a certificate of practice and not in full 
time employment. Recognising the utility of a com¬ 
pany secretary in practice, the amendment Act has 
proposed that annual returns of listed companies 
should also be signed by secretary in whole-lime 
practice. Although the core area carved out for 
a company secretary in practice may be a small 
.step for the individual, it is a giant stride forward 
for the profession as a whole. In addition, a secretary 
in wholetime practice is authorised to hie the statu¬ 
tory declaration for incorporation of a company and 
for commencement of business and to certify com¬ 
pliance by the company of statutory guidelines for 
appointment of managerial personnel and payment 
of managerial remuneration to them without the ap¬ 
proval of the Central Government. All these provi¬ 
sions brought into force with effect from 15 June, 
1988 are bound to go a long way in strengthening 
the practising side of the profession in the years to 
tome. 


secretary. Although the government has so far re¬ 
tained the previous provisions of section 383A by 
not enforcing the amended section, your Council has 
urged upon the government to prescribe the mone¬ 
tary ceiling of Rs. 25 lacs under the amended sec¬ 
tion as well, taking into account the availability of 
enough number of qualified company secretaries 
and the assurance given by the then Law Minister 
while piloting the Company Secretaries Act, 1980 
to take all steps to professionalise corporate manage¬ 
ment and to even consider prescribing a lower ceil¬ 
ing of Rs. 10 lacs, if circumstances warranted it. 

2.2 Companies (Amendment) Act, 1988 

It is heartening to note that apart from the amend¬ 
ments made which arc of significance to the pro¬ 
fession, the Companies (Amendment) Act, 1988 has 
also incorporated a few recommendations made 
by the Institute in the past regarding simplification 
in the publication of annual report, issue of abridg¬ 
ed prospectus to prospective investors and ap¬ 
pointment of managerial personnel and payment 
of remuneration to them by companies without 
government approval subject to fulfilling of certain 
statutory guidelines by the companies. 

2.3 Introduction of Hybrid Instrument 

In response to a suggestion made at a meeting of 
the Capital Issues Advisory Committee, Shri R. 
Ramachandran, past President and a member of 
the Committee undertook a feasibility study for floa¬ 
ting a new composite instrument containing one por¬ 
tion as interest Tearing debentures and another por¬ 
tion as dividend paying equity. The Institute sub¬ 
mitted a detalsed feasibility report in May, 1987 
after having a rewarding interaction with a few 
merchant bankers, stock exchange office bearers, 
stock brokers and senior company secretaries on the 
proposed hybrid instrument. The government has 
acknowledged the report and appreciated the 
efforts made in this direction by the Institute* 

ORGANISATIONAL SET-UP 

3 Council 

3.1 Composition 

There has been no change in the composition or 
the Council. All the elected and nominated mem¬ 
bers continue to hold office upto the date of this 
Report. 


2d Recognition under the Companies (Amendment) 
Act, 1988 

The amendment Act has now given power to the 
Central Government to prescribe the paid-up share 
Capital of a company under section 383A for ap¬ 
pointment of a wholctime secretary which was pre¬ 
viously prescribed at Rs. 25 lacs in the Act itself. 
Tt has also provided a penalty of Rs. 50 for each 
day of default for nan-compliance of the provision 
by a company unless the company pioves that 
reasonable efforts were made to coni ; .*y v;iih the 
provision or the financial position oi tta company 
was such that it could not appoint a wholetime. 


3.2 Meetings 

The Council held six meetings during the year 
1987-88, 

4. President and Vice-President 

At the 44th meeting of the Council held on 1 
January, 1988, Shri R. Ramachandran relinquished 
the office of President and Shri B. S, Doraiswamv 
was unanimously elected as President for the year

7. Amendments to the Company Secretaries Regula- 
• tions, 1982 

Taking into account the views expresed by the 
members before the last election and the experience 
gained by the Council in the conduct of the last two 
elections,. certain amendments have been proposed 
to the Company Secretaries Regulations, 1982, main¬ 
ly to change the system and procedure of election to 
the Council and the four Regional Councils, and 
incidentally to provide marginal changes in the exa¬ 
mination requirements, "rae proposed changes to 
election regulations provide for election to the 
Council and the four Regional Councils in accor¬ 
dance with the proportional representation to each 
regional constituency by means of single transferable 
vote with as many preferences as there are candidates 
for election, election of Council members for each 
regional constituency by members of that cons'dtu. 
cncy only; voting in polling booths for a majority 
of members and limited canvassing to be allowed to 
a candidate to issue a ciruclar to voters. These have 
since been approved by the government and have 
been brought into force with effect from 22 August, 
1988 for conducting the next elections to the Council 
and the four Regional Councils under the amended 
regulations.

12. Code of Conduct and Professional Excellence 

The Institute published for observance of mem¬ 
bers a code of conduct after holding the 4th Natio¬ 
nal Convention in Bombay on the Code of Conduct 
for a Professional Manager. The code of conduct 
has since been enshrined in the schedules to the 
Company Secretaries Act, 1980, With the recognition 
of company secretary in practice in the Companies 
(Amendment) Act, 1988 and a greater role envisag¬ 
ed for him in company law, it has become increasing¬ 
ly important for the members of the Institute* in em¬ 
ployment and in practice to study the implications 
of the code and observe it in letter and in spirit. 

Members should accordingly conduct themselves 
in a manner befitting their status and zealously guard 
the noble canons of ethics and etiquette and set their 
vision firmly on attaining professional excellence, 
without in any way allowing themselves to come for 
adverse notice by the government and the society in 
this context the institute is soon bringing, out expla¬ 
natory notes on various clauses covering code of 
conduct given in the first and second schedules in the 
Company Secretaries Act, 1980 for the general gui¬ 
dance of members both in employment and in prac¬ 
tice. Where "excellence is the watch word recogni¬ 
tion and respect would automatically follow. 

12,1 Computer Appreciation Programmes 

During the year under review, some of the Re¬ 
gional Council and Chapters have organised!repeated 
computer appreciation courses for the benefit of 
members and students.

14.1 Evolving of Guidelines for Standard Secreta¬ 
rial Practice 

As recommended by the High Powered Commit¬ 
tee on Stock Exchange Reforms, steps have been 
' taken for preparation of guidelines for toning up the 
efficiency of Secretarialjstiare depeartments of com¬ 
panies. On the basis of a report submitted in this be¬ 
half by Shri B.S.'Doraiswamv, the then Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, steps are afoot to publish the salient features 
of the recommendations for toning up the efficiency 
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of secretarial|share departments ir« the form of an 
exposure -draft in ‘Chattered Secretary’ for eliciting 
views of all concerned. It would be subsequently pub¬ 
lished as a standard secretarial practice to be follow¬ 
ed by companies. 

14.2 Evolving of Standard Check-list for Share 
transfers and Guidelines for Educating Inves¬ 
tors, etc. 

The Institute had also under consideration prepa¬ 
ration of standard secretarial practice to be followed 
by members forispeedy scrutiny and acceptance of 
share transfer f*ms of particularly small investors. 
Subsequently, the Working Group constituted for 
simplification of share transfer procedures under the 
chairmanship of Shri R. N. Bansal by the Ministry 
of Finance to which certain submissions were made 
by the Institute has also recommended to the Insti¬ 
tute. 

(a) to prepare 4 standard check-list for scrutini¬ 

sing share transfer documents for guidance 
of share departments of companies, mem¬ 
bers of stock exchanges, investors, etc. and 

(b) to prepare guidelines for educating invas- 

tors, companies, etc.

15. Promotion of Employment Opportunities 

15.1 The Institute continued to take stfps to pub¬ 
licise the role of the profession among several agen¬ 
cies and organisations requiring the services of com¬ 
pany secretaries in various capacities, Letters were 
also sent to the Chief Secretaries of all States im¬ 
pressing upon them the need for and the utility of 
employing company secretaries in various govern¬ 
ment companies and also to consider the qr<alloca¬ 
tion for appointment to superior posts in the State 
Government and the State Bureaux of Public Enter¬ 
prises. 

15.2 The Institute; continued following up the vari¬ 
ous representations made to the Department of Bank¬ 
ing. Indian Banks Association, the Comptroller & 
Auditor-General of India and Insurance Corpora¬ 
tions to further the intereats of members. 

15.3 Important dailies are being scanned tegtilar- 
ly and after analysis, ’etters are addressed to adver¬ 
tisers, wherever necessary, highlighting the role which 
$ company secretary can play in regard tc various 
posts requiring qulifications based on law,* finance 
and management. At the suggestion of the Institute, 
seme advertisers have included the membership of 
the Institute as an alternate qualification for posts in 
the allied fields of finance, law and management. 

16. Recognition to the Profession 

16.1 Practising Company Secretaries 

Apart from the recognitions obtained in the Com¬ 
panies (Amendment) Act, 1985 to members in whole¬ 
time practice, the Institute continued its efforts to 
teoadbase the ueas of practice for company secre- 
ta^es. A representation was made to the Board for 
Indusrial and Financial Reconstruction (BIFR) . Mi¬ 
nistry of Finance to recognise practising company 


secretaries for appearing before the Board as autho¬ 
rised representations. Further, representations already 
made to state financial institutions [corporations for 
providing search reports and certifying borrowing 
powers, etc. and to various government authorities 
like Central Board of Excise and Customs and banks 
for according, certain recognitions to practising com¬ 
pany secretaries, are being followed up. 

16.2 Recognitions were received from five State 
Financial and Industrial Development Corporations 
for issuing various certificates including search re¬ 
ports during the year under report. 

16.3 The Department of Agriculture and Coopera¬ 
tions, Ministry of Agriculture has also recognised 
and provided for certification by a practising company 
secretary in respect of companies chartering foreign 
deepsea fishing vessels under the Revised Charter 
Policy, 1986. 

16.4 The Canara Bank has recognised the profes¬ 
sion of company secretaries also for extending finan¬ 
cial assistance to professionals intending to start in¬ 
dependent practice by helping them to furnish and 
equip their offices, 

16.5 For Members in Service 

The. Government of Tamil Nadu has recognised 
the Institute’s membership for the purposes of re¬ 
cruitment to Group A Services in the State in the 
Departments concerned with trade, commerce, fin¬ 
ance commercial taxes and industry, where such 
specialised knowledge is called for. 

16.6 List of Recognitions secured 

The details of all the lecognitions secured for a 
company secretary in practice as well as in employ¬ 
ment upfco the date of this report appears in Appen¬ 
dix ‘F to the Report. 

17. Sixteenth National Convention 

The Institute organised the 16th National Conven¬ 
tion of Company Secretaries on the theme “Com¬ 
pany Law—Emerging Trends” at Hotel Oberoi 
Grand, Calcutta fvom 4 to 6 -February, 1988 in 
commemoration of the 40th Anniversary of India’s 
Independence. The Convention attended by over 500 
delegates was inaugurated by Shri Rajive Kaul, Man¬ 
aging Director, NICCO Limited, Calcutta and Presi¬ 
dent. Indian Chamber of Commerce. The four tech¬ 
nical sessions were chaired by Mr. Justice A. N. Ray, 
former Chief Justice of India. Dr. N.G. Chaudhury, 
Chairman and Managing Director. Tribeni Tissues 
Ltd. Shri V. Rajaraman, past President, the TCAI 
* and Shri Ashok Chandra, IAS, Additional Secretary, 
Department of Company Affairs, Ministry of Indus¬ 
try. The sessions were addressed by eminent faculty 
including one from the U.K. and another from Japan.

18 Registration of Students 

During the year under iteport, 8319 students were 
registered by the Institute. The number of students 
whose registration was current at the end of the year 
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was 50519 including those whose registration was ex¬ 
tended under regulation 21(3). A statement cn the

19. Syllabus and Coahing 

19.1 Implemenation of New Syllabus. 

The new syllabus introduced in February, 1986, 
was fully imolemenfod in 1987-38 and the course 
contents included therein have generally been wel¬ 
comed as useful and of practical relevance to com¬ 
pany secretaries. 

19.2 Study Matenaj for New Syllabus 

As reported in the Annual Report for the year 
1986-87, the study material for the remaining two 
papers of the Final course under the new syllabus 
was also completed during .the t ear. The study mate¬ 
rial for three papers of the intermediate course Was 
thoroughly revised and the work relating to the sug¬ 
gested answers was in p: ogress. Revision of study 
material of other papers of the intermediate course 
under the new syllabus was also in progress. 

19.3 Updating of Study Material for Old Syllabus. 

Study material and suggested answers rearing to 
old syllabus have, also been updated incorporating the 
various amendments tc law and procedure and re¬ 
levant recent judicial pronouncements. 

19.4 Publication of Guideline Answers 

The guidelines answers for the-June and December. 
1987 examinations under the old syllabi^ as well as 
new syllabus were brought out within a time frame 
for the benefit of students. 

19.5 Postal Tuition for Students 

All the registered students during the year were 
enrolled for postal tuition. A total number of 11137 
coaching completion certificates were issued during 
the year under report. Two more oral coaching cent¬ 
res at Coimbatore and Nagpur were recogirsed. In 
all, 20 oral coaching centres operated under the res¬ 
pective Regional Coucils and Chapers. 

19.6 University Liaison 

Concerted efforts Were made to create general 
awareness about the company secretaryship course in 
the universities and affirmed col’eges by meeting the 
Vice-Chancellors arid Heads of Departments' of some 
universities and colleges and by writing letters to all. 
the universities to start a bachelor’s degree in corpo¬ 
rate secretaryship or an optional stream comprising 
three papers in the existing B. Com. degree course. 
The course contents relating to both the courses were 
designed bv the Directorate of Studies and sent to 
.the universities and affiliated-coPeges by meeting the 
rate secretaryship ; or an optional stream comprising 
the universities for adoption after necessary modifica¬ 
tion by the universities. Some of the uni versifies have 
already started the course suggested bv the Institute. 
The Regional Councils and Chanters have also con¬ 
stituted University Liaison. Sub-committees sit !their 
end and efforts are being made to have the necessary 


interaction with the universities in the regions. Career 
' exhibitions and talks on career counselling by me 
officials of the institute and senior members of the 
profession were arranged in different universities and 
their affiliated colleges to apprise the students about 
the company secretaryship course. During .the year 
under report, the immediate past President, Shri R. 
Ramacbandran visited some universities in the Sou¬ 
thern and Northern Regions. 

19.7 Establishment of Orai Tuition Centres in col¬ 
laboration with Universities. 

Realising the importance of ojijl peaching, the Li-r 
stitute undertook: a programme of establishing oral 
tuition centres in collaboration with the universities. 
The progress made in this regard is as under : 

(a) Bhopal University has agreed to set up an 

oral tuition centre in coliaborat : cn with tne 
Bhopal Chapter of the Institute. 

(b) Assam Government has established Assam 

Institute of Management and Accountancy 
in collaboration with the North Eastern 
Chapter at Guwahati. 

* Efforts are being made to establish oral coaching 
centres in other backward areas also for the benefit 
of the students community. 

IPS ‘Student Company Secretary’ 

The timely publication- and despatch of this mou¬ 
th’y bulletin, introduced in January 1984, is benig 
maintained. Every effort has been made to improve 
the utility arid contents of this bulletin from the stu¬ 
dents point of view. The bulletin, as a compendium 
on statutory changes as well as case laws, aims to 
provide the latest available information on the sub¬ 
ject for assisting the students to continuously update 
their study material and knowledge on the subject. 

19.9 Lectures on Audio)Video Tapes. 

As reported in last Annual Report, the'Training 
and Educational Facilities Committee lias decided in 
principle to produce audio-tapes to supplement the 
educat'onal kit of students and steps have been taken 
to produce one lecture on MRTP Act initially on.ex¬ 
perimental basis. 

20 Post-Membership Examination 

The Post-Membership Qcalification Syllabus For- 
multftion Committee is cont nuing its detailed study 
of the course contents for introducing four streams 
of post-membershp examination and its final recom¬ 
mendations are expected to be made ava lab'e for 
consideration by the Council by the end of this 
year. 

21 Examinations 

During,the year, the Institute conducted two ex¬ 
aminations in June and December ih 37 centres 
speiad throughout the. country and one centre ab¬ 
road in Abu Dhabi. The Intermediate and Final 
examinations were concurrently held under oljl and 
new syllabi. In all, in Tune 1987 examination. 692 and 
253 candidates and in December 1987 examination, 
702 and 391 candidates completed the intermediate 
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and Final examinations respectively. A statement 
showing the number of candidates appeared and 
declared successful in the institute’s June and Dec¬ 
ember, 1987 examinations is given in Appendix ‘H’ 
to the Report. 

22 AH India Prize Awards 

22.1 Sarvashri Arjunan from Southern Region and 
Bajranglal Isajaj from Northern Region bagged the 
President’s Gold Medal in Final examinations held 
in June, 1987 and December, 1987-respectively. Siui 
Satyanarayan Ramamurthi from Eastern Region and 
Ms. Sharmila Shrikant Hardi from Western Region 
were the winners of President’s Silver Medal in' In¬ 
termediate examinations held in June and Decmber, 
1987 respectively. 

22.2 The all India prize were distributed to the 
prize winners on 4 February, 1988 at Calcutta at the 
inauguia! function of the 16th National Convention of 
Company Secretaries by the hands of the Chief Guest, 
Shri Rajivs Kaul. 

22.3 The regional prize awards institut'd by the 
respective Regional Councils were presented to the 
students concerned at suitable functions organised by 
the respective regions. 

23 Scholarships and Financial Assistance to Students 

Under the existing Merit Scholarship Scheme, 
scholarships were awarded to 10 students each for 
exhibiting meritorious performance in the Institute’s 
examinations held in June and December. 1987. 
Similarly, financial assistance under the nietit-cum- 
means assistance scheme was granted to 5 and 1 
candidates found eligible, for December, 19S6 and 
June, 1987 examinations respectively 

24 Merit Certificates 

With a view to recognising merit and to encourage 
students to perform well in the examinations, merit 
certificates were awarded to Students who secuied 
first ten ranks in the Intermediate and Firral exa¬ 
minations held under the old and new syllabi in 
June and December, 1987. 

25 Progressive use of Hindi in the examinations 

As mentioned in the last report, the Council, in the 
light of national policy to have progressive use of 
Hindi in all walks of life, has decided to introduce 
Hindi as an alternative medium for writing the Insti¬ 
tute’s examinations in a phased manner. According¬ 
ly, as a progressive step in this direction, the Council 
in addition to allowing use of Hindi in Preliminary and 
Intermediate examinations (under old as well as new 
syllabi), introduced Hindi as an alternative medium 
for writing Final examination under old syllabus 
from December. 1987 examination session. 

26 Examination Centre in Abu Dhabi 

Taking info consideration the operational conveni¬ 
ence and also requests received from overseas stu¬ 
dents, examination centre earlier opened in Dubai, 
on an experimental basis, was shifted to Abu Dhabi 
from June, 1987 examination session. , - 


27 Management(Practical |Apprenticeship Training 

27.1 Management [Practical Training Guidelines 

The training guidelines formulated last year, pre¬ 
scribing inter-para maintenance of a diary by the 
trainee, submission of a project report in each quar¬ 
ter and illustrative areas of training in each depart¬ 
ment of the training company as well as in special¬ 
ised agencies like Registrar of Companies. Stock 
Exchanges and Financial Institutions have been up¬ 
dated. The copies of the guidelines have been sent 
to ali existing companies, which are imparting train¬ 
ing to our students and also to many new companies 
which have been approached for extending facilities 
for imparting management training to our students.

ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
30 Accounts, Reserve and Surplui 

Pursuant to sub-sec Lion (5) of section 13 of me 
Act, the audited accounts cor the year ended 31 
March, 1088 have been published herewith. 

30.1 Income & Expenditure Account 

The Income & Expenditure account for the yeat 
under review shows an excess of expenditure over 
income to the tune of Rs. 371237 ns against a sur¬ 
plus of Rs. 40965 in the previous year. The excess 
expenditure is mainly attributable to implements 
tion of the 4th Pay Commission recommendations to 
the employees of the Institute and continuous in¬ 
crease in the coi.t of services rendered to the member 
due to abound inflation. There has however been no 
corresponding upward revision in the fees payable 
by the members. The Council has, therefore, propo¬ 
sed an increase in fees payable by members with 
effect from 1 April, 1988 and the matter has been re¬ 
ferred to the government for approval. This apart the 
Council has also undertaken a thorough review to 
augment the income by inn easing the paid subscri¬ 
bers and advertisements to the journal and sale of 
publications and to economise on the expenditure, 
without diluting the quality of sendees rendered to 
members and students, 

30.2 Capitalisation of Fees 

As per past practice, the entrance fees received 
from Associate and Fellow members which amounted 
to Rs. 153400 during the year, have been capitalised. 
The capital reserve as at the close of the year stood 
at Rs. 1848925, 


29 Commernot ation of 40Lh Yeai of India’s 
Independence 

At the instance of government, it was decided to 
celebrate the 40th year of India's Independence 
commencing from 15lh August, 1987 and ending on 
14th August, 1988. The Institute organised a Natio¬ 
nal Seminar on 30 and 31 October, 1987 at New 
Delhi on the Companies (Amendment) Bill, 1987 
and the 16th National Convention at Calcutta on the 
theme "Company Law-Emerging Trends" to coin¬ 
cide with the celebration of the - 40th Year of 
India’s Independence. Further, office premises which 
were in the process of acquisition were acquired 
and opened during the year in Ahmedabad, Banga¬ 
lore, Dombivli and Hyderabrd Chapters to coin¬ 
cide with this important event- Four more all 
India prize awards were announced during thsycar 
including two awards for best lady students in the 
Intermediate and Final examinations conducted by 
the Institute.

GIST OF ACTIVITIES OF THE REGIONAL 

COUNCILS AS PREPARED FROM THEIR 
ANNUAL REPORTS FOR THE YEAR 1987-88 

Eastern India Regional Council 

The Regional Council continued to lay emphasis 
on professional development activities and in im¬ 
proving facilities to its members and students. It 
organised fourteen meetings including eight lec¬ 
ture-meetings on professional topics, two get-toge¬ 
ther meetings each for members and students, one 
meeting with practising company secretaries and 
one regional students conference. The third Regional 
Students Conference on. the theme, "Company 
Secretary and the Changing Eniveronmenl” helo on 
29-$0 August, 1987 was inaugurated by Mr. Justice 
B. P, Banerjee and the keynote address was deliver¬ 
ed By Swami Lokeswarananda. The meetings held 
covered topics such as—Amendments to Indtistrint 
Law, Transfer and Transmission of Shares. Amend¬ 
ments to the Companies Act. Finance Bill and 
Certification of Annual Return. In addition, study 
circle meetings were often held to discuss profes¬ 
sional issues. The Regional Council provided full 
support to the organisation of the 16th National 
Convention by the Council at Calcutta from 4-6 Feb¬ 
ruary, 1988 on the theme “Company Law—Emerging 
Trends”. It was inaugurated by Mr. Raj rye Raul, 
President, Indian Chamber of Commerce on 4 Feb¬ 
ruary, 1988. 

The Regional Council conducted one secretariat 
modular training programme and continued oral 
coaching classes for the students. Regional prizes 
were awarded to the meritorious students in the 
Institute’s examinations. The Employment Service 
Scheme maintained for members and students for¬ 
warded panels of names of members and students 
to many companies as and when requhed. The 
library was strengthened further. The monthly news 
bulletin was regularly published. The Ranchi Chap¬ 
ter out of five Chapters in the Eastern 4 Region 
was again adjudged as the Best Chapter for the 
year 1986-87. The Bhubaneswar Chapter organised 
a Company Law quiz programme among its otner 
activities. 

Northern India Regional Council
